DURING COURSE HIS TRAVEL, WINKLER AND GDR PRESS ATTACHE IN 
WASHINGTON MADE SEVERAL CALLS TO FOREIGN PRESS CENTER TO EXPRESS 
THEIR APPRECIATION FOR ALL THE TRAVEL ASSISTANCE AND MEETINGS 
WHICH WERE ARRANGED WITH MEMBERS OF ACADEMIC COMMUNITY, 
JOURNALISTS, LABOR LEADERS, CITY OFFICIALS, MEMBERS OF CONGRESS, 
THE JOHN DEERE CO., AND MEMBERS OF BLACK COMMUNITY.

DURING FINAL VISIT TO FPC, BOTH WINKLER AND PRESS ATTACHE 
AGAIN EXPRESSED THEIR ELATED APPRECIATION FOR ARRANGEMENTS. 
WINKLER STATED HE HAD COLLECTED SUFFICIENT MATERIAL FOR 
NUMEROUS ARTICLES AND IMPLIED THEY WOULD REFLECT A POSITIVE 
IMPRESSION OF AMERICA. IT MUST BE NOTED, HOWEVER, WINKLER 
APPEARED TO BE OVERLY PREOCCUPIED WITH, FIRST, THE PROBLEMS 
OF MINORITIES AND THE CAPABILITY OF CAPITALISM TO SATISFY 
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THE ASPIRATIONS OF THESE MINORITIES, AND, SECONDLY, WITH 
CRIME IN AMERICA. IN CONNECTION WITH THE LATTER, FOLLOWING 
MAY BE OF INTEREST TO EMBASSY. WINKLER'S MEETING WITH MAYOR 
OF MOLINE WAS HELD ON A SUNDAY AT NEW AND VERY MODERN POLICE 
DEPARTMENT BUILDING. THE POLICE DEPARTMENT WAS SELECTED BECAUSE 
IT WAS THE ONLY PUBLIC BUILDING OPEN ON A SUNDAY, IT HAD EXCEL- 
LENT FACILITIES, AND, ABOVE ALL, BECAUSE THE MEETING HAD BEEN 
SET UP AT THE LAST MINUTE, JUST BEFORE WINKLER'S DEPARTURE. 
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EN ROUTE TO AIRPORT, WINKLER INFORMED JOHN DEERE ESCORT OFFICER 
THAT HE WAS VERY MUCH SURPRISED THAT HE HAD TO MEET THE MAYOR 
IN A POLICE STATION AND THAT THIS MUST HAVE BEEN DONE BECAUSE 
THE MAYOR HAD BEEN CONCERNED ABOUT HIS SAFETY FROM "CRIMINAL 
ELEMENTS". WE ONLY CITE THIS AS AN EXAMPLE OF HOW WINKLER 
MAY HAVE MISINTERPRETED SOME FACTS DURING COURSE OF 
HIS TRIP. ALSO, DURING A CONVERSATION WITH DESK OFFICER LEON 
SLAWECKI, WINKLER STATED DURING COURSE OF HIS TRIP HE HAD CHANCE 
TO OBSERVE TWO ROBBERIES. IT WILL BE INTERESTING TO SEE 
WHETHER WINKLER'S FAVORABLE IMPRESSIONS OF AMERICA WILL BE 
TRANSLATED INTO POSITIVE REPORTING IN HORIZONT. INGERSOLL 
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
